CB0RCH CONFEDERATION. 

An Important Meeting To What 
Will it Lead. 

* At a meeting of religious work- 
ers at Columbus, O., on April 9, 
steps were taken for o federation of 
all the Protestant churches and 
Christian workers of Ohio. 

These denominations were rep- 
resentated at the conference: Meth 
odist, Presbyterian, Baptist, Con- 
gregational, Lutheran, Reformed 
and Episcopal. 

The object of the proposed feder- 
ation is to bring the various de- 
nominations into close affiliation 
in the work, in which all have a 
common intereat. 

One of the objects Is to prevent 
the overlapping of the work of the 
churches In any community and to 
prevent such a multiplicity of 
churches as to .-ripple all of those 
of a community. Now some fields 
are overcrowded and others neg- 
lected because each denomination 
shifts for Iteelf. It would be one 
aim to see that the pastors of all 
denominations were notified, wiie by 
another, of any person of a given 
denomination who should happen 
in at a church not of his denomi- 
nation that the proper pastor 

All pastors of all denominations 

would make a united effort to eon 
vert all now outside the church by 
taking up individual eases syste- 
matically. 

There would also be a co opera 
tion in all charitable work iu a 
community. 

A committee was selected by the 
confederation to carry on a cam- 
paign for federation. This com- 
mittee will devote itself to bringing 
the stibjectV ore the various de- 
nominations, by correspondence, 
personal visits and agitation at the 
various denominational meeting*,

quarters from wlrch this work will 
be conducted.

Seeding Oats in the Corn Bel. { 

In mr couuly, that part of the farm 
which is not strong enough to bring a 
good crop of corn Is usually s 
oa's. The ground is broken in the 
fall or early winter and as soon astbe 
weather will permit spring operations, 
the fl-ld is wall harrowed, using the 
disk harrow , which is the best tool 
for •Ito purpose. The seed is then 
sowed in nearly all pests with the 
grain «1 ■ ill, if the ground is 
enough to insure a good covering. 

Grass seed is rarely ever sown with 

its in this section of tbe country, be- 
cause of (tie fact that tbe condition of 
he ground, the weather, etc., will not 
permit early seeding. This work is 

lually put off until the latter part of 
March or April. Clover is sometimes 
sown with oats and has proved a very 
good catch crop. The clover seed ii 
usually sown after the oats«have come 
through the ground. Where the corn 
ground has not been sown to wheat, 
oats are sown in the spring and are 
generally dug in, The cultivator le 
used for this purpose and is followed 
by the drag harrow. This method 
generally gives good results. 

K fs.rrr.sr: could secure a hardy fall 
or winter oat, then the oats question
